Allies Near Great Southeast Asia Victo

KANDY, Ceylon, May 22.— 
The first heavy monsoon rains 
deluged the north Burma bat- 
tlefront today as overwhelm-

Myitkyina-Mogaung- Kamaing 
triangle. 

Torrential rainstorms hamper- 
ed ground and air operations 
throughout the northern sector, 

but official reports said British, 
American and Chinese troops 
were striking with redoubled fury 
and herding thousands of Japan- 
ese back into a rapidly-narrow- 
ing death pocket. 

All reports indicated that the Al- 
lied armies were on the verge of 
their greatest victory of the 29- 
month southeast Asia campaign, 
with superior Chinese and Ameri- 
can forces fighting in the streets 
of Myitkyina against strong Japan- 

ese resistance, forcing the enemy 
garrison slowly back against the 
Irrawaddy river on the eastern edge 
of the city. 

Simultaneously, Maj.-Gen. W. D. 
A. Lentaigne’s British Chindits and 
Chinese troops tightened a noose 
around the enemy's main forces in 
northern Burma in Kamaing, 43 
miles northwest of Myitgyina, and 
Mogaung, 20 miles southeast of 
Kamaing.

He came back from the confer- 
ence of Empire prime ministers, not 
fatigued by the long journey in a 
Untied States army aircraft, vig- 
orous in his praise of the Canadian 
forces overseas poised for the in- 
vasion of Europe, and, as a Carffa- 
dian and a resident of Ottawa, find- 
ing “the light of Ottawa the grand- 
est sight of all.” 


GREETED BY OFFICIALS 
The four-motored Liberator glid- 
ed to a landing at Rockcliffe air- 


port after a crowd of cabinet min- 
isters, members of parliament, high 
officials of the civil service and 


! chiefs of the armed forces had wait- 


ed for more than a half hour. 

Cheers rose as the door of the 
transport swung open and the 
Prime Minister stood there in an 
ordinary black coat, waving his 
black hat and smiling down as 
the photographers’ flash bulbs 
popped. 

He said he could not speak at 
length of his experiences at the 
moment, but he said he did want 
to declare his confidence in ultim- 
ate victory in the light of what he 
had seen in the United Kingdom. 


OUTCOME CERTAIN 
The struggle might be longer than 
people realized, but the outcome 


was certain. Great events were 
pending and the Allied forces were 
ready. 

The conference of Empire 
prime ministers had been “a 
great success,” and he had en- 
joyed again meeting with Prime 
Minister Churchill and with 
other prime ministers. 

Their talks had covered many 
subjects, and not only those asso- 
ciated with immediate war prob- 
lems, he said. They had discussed 
other problems, such as those of 
the transition period after the war. 


PROUD OF CANADA 

The prime minister lifted his 
eyes into the direct glare of the 
floodlights and bespoke his pride 
in Canada, declaring to “my fellow- 
Canadians” that he had never been 
prouder of his country than when 
he was in the United Kingdom. 

There he found a people aware 
of the Canadian contribution to 
the war effort, knowing what 
Canadians had done, Canadian 
civilians as well as Canadian men 
and women in the forces, he said. 

And everywhere he went he 
heard expressions of thankful- 
ness that Canada had stood so 
close to, the side of the United 
Kingdom in years of trial. 

He had found the people of the 
United Kingdom united as one, 
great-hcearted. 

And then he bowed his head 
and thanked God for the care 
which had protected them all on 
their long journey. ; 

Accompanying the prime min- 
ister on the return flight were 
Norman Robertson, under-secretary 
of state for external affairs; Walter 
Turnbull, principal secretary, and 
E. Hendy, personal secretary.

LEADERSHIP 


The ‘Y’ started one hundred 
years ago. James L. Ellenwood, 
in “One Hundred Years and 
Here We Are,” writes: “That 
year was utterly void of scores 
of things that make up life 
today. Phones and lights and 
the telegraph and trolley cars _ 
and autos and sewing machines 
and radios have all come since 
then. But even more significant 
to young men of a hundred 
years ago was the lack of those 
influences that mean so much 
to you today; education, oppor- 
tunity for social contacts, 
recreation, religious education 
and vocational guidance and 
opportunity. That's what made 
the first ‘Y’ so important and 
the idea of the ‘Y’ so signifi- 
cant. Fortunately, the ‘Y’ kept 
up to those new developments 
as they came along, and this 
accounts for its own growth.” 

Immediately there comes to 
our minds the thought that, 
with so little tot work with and 
so much to do, what kept the 
‘Y’ going for the past century?

The 7'2 ounce-glass for beer par- 
lors, said Mr. Traunweiser, had 
been passed by the Alberta Liquor 
Control Board, 

The additional profit resulting 
from the decrease in the size of 
the glass from the former eight 
ounce, varied according to the in- 
dividual licensee and he could 
not estimate the amount. 


When a keg of beer was tapped 
a wastage of $1 to $2 worth of beer 
occurred in foam, depending upon 
the experience of the man who 
opened the keg and the distance the 
beer was piped. 

It had been charged that in some 
hotels the customer received as low 
as six ounces of beer in the glass, 
due to the “head” said Mayor 
Davidson, 


SLOWER SERVICE 

“That is quite possible. The only 
way it could be overcome is by 
slower service,” replied Mr. Traun- 
weiser. 

To reduce the head, the beer must 
be allowed to stand. This could not 
be done with customers apt to 
create a row unless they were 
served in a hurry. 

“It has been said certain hotels 
in the north sold beer at $5 a 
case to take off the premises. Has 
the hotel association any control 
over that?” asked Mr. De Bolt. 

“No, that is Alberta Liquor Con- 
trol board business,” replied Mr. 
Traunweiser, The price originally 
agreed upon by the hotelmen and 
the board was 25 cents a bottle; 
six for $1.20 and 12 for $2.40 but 
that schedule was no longer in ex- 
istence because of restrictions on 
the sale of off-premise beer. In one 
Peace River hotel, an excessive 
price had been charged and the 
proprietor had been dealt with. 

He agreed with Mr. De Bolt that 
a fixed price, defined by law with 
penalties for infractions, would help 
the situation, 


AREAS TOO SMALL 

The local option areas, as de- 
fined in the Alberta Liquor Control 
Act, were too small, declared Mr. 
Spence, in his brief on behalf of 
the temperance forces. 

“In Alberta today it is compara- 
tively easy to get a beer license but 
difficult for people to get rid of one 
once it is established in their com- 
munity,” he said. 

A license could be granted re- 
gardless of the smallness of the 
population. The final decision on 
licenses rested with the liquor con- 
trol board. 

No definite voters’ list was pro- 
vided for a poll on whether the 
district was in favor of going “wet” 
or “dry.” He advocated a vote based 
upon the municipal voters’ list, 
pointing out an application for the 
vote must be signed by 25 percent 
of the persons on the municipal as- 
sessment role.

must be paid for victory. 

It is likely, too, that he will weave 
into the foreign policy address, an 
outline of the Empire's structure 
newly strengthened by the confer- 
ence of its prime ministers, and re- 
view the economic warfare ac- 
complishments in cutting down aid 
the Nazis had been receiving from 
neutrals. 

His statement, opening a for- 
eign policy debate, will be offered 
as an answer to criticism from 
some quarters that Britain lacks 
a long-range pattern for dealing 
with other nations. 

Interest in diplomatic quarters 
was pin-pointed upon the possibil- 
ity that Mr. Churchill will chart the 
course of political and economic 
collaboration after victory, and give 
a hint of terms for Germany upon 
which the European advisory com- 
mission has been working.

Hazards in Food 


It has been urged in the Canadian 
House of Commons that regulation be for- 
mulated making it illegal to sell cheese 
before a certain period of aging had 
elapsed. This proposal was based on the 
discovery that cheese made from raw 
milk frequently contains the germs of 
such diseases as typhoid which appear to 
die after a proper interval of aging.

There is no difference at ail, in 
Status, between the ancient Roman 
emperors, who were divine and in- 
fallible and whose statues had to 
be worshipped at the gates of every 
Roman city, and Adolf Hitler who 
is also infallible and who is said, 
blasphemously, by some unusually 
Pious Nazis to be the Holy Ghost. 

Totalitarianism rests upon the ul- 
timate assumption that mankind 
must be ruled by a race or an in- 
dividual of godlike attributes — a 
people or persons who in some 
mysterious fashion have the secret 
ear of the Almighty and are the 
only interpreters and instruments 
of His will, 

In such a conception there is al- 
ways a connotation of violence. 
That kind of ruling always implies 
force. In other words, political and 
even religious totalitarianism is 
synonymous with conquest.

Repair Jobs That Women Can Do 


With Electricians Off to 
War, Women Fix Home 
Devices 
By MARY ALICE QUAYNE 

Canadian women are learning to 
do home electrical repairs, For 
with many electricians off to war 
or war work, and the rest doing 
double duty with little material to 
work with, it is often a case of do 
it yourself or do without. And it 
turns out to be not too difficult to 
master the essentials, 

But a good place to start is with 
what not to do. Most city building 
codes forbid an unlicensed person 
to tamper with installed or struc- 
tural wiring. So, for that reason as 
well as for safety, it is a good idea 
to confine your talents to appli- 
ances, such as cords. If you should 
repair a wall outlet or switch, take 
out fuse for that circuit. And al- 
ways remember that handling elec- 
trical cords, plugs, ete, with wet 
hands is still dangerous, 

Respect the fuse, it is a safety 
valve. It blows when there is a 
short, or an overloading of the cir- 
cuit. So keep appliances and cords 
in good repair to avoid a short and 
don’t overload cirpuits, 

Most circuits will carry a maxi- 
mum of 1,700 watts, so a little arith- 
metic should prevent overloading. 
This includes lamps, as well as 
appliances in calculating wattage. 

Learn to replace blown fuses, it 
is easy. And learn which fuses go 
to which circuit. Never use pliers 
to screw fuses in or out. Always 
keep extra fuses on hand, Get the 
right fuses for your circuits, us- 
ually a 15-ampere fuse is the thing 


is all right for lamps and small ap- 
pliances; an asbestos-insulated cord 
is needed for heating appliances; a 
heavy duty cord is needed for 
tools; a moisture-resistance cord is 
needed for equipment to be used 
in damp places like the laundry. 

Don't string cords all over the 
place. If you must fasten them, use 
insulated staples. Never immerse 
appliances in water. Keep toasters, 
waffle griddles and such clear of 
crumbs—don't dig stuck toast out 
with a fork. Read directions in car- 
ing for electric range, washer or 
vacuum cleaner, 

Splicing a worn cord, cutting off 
the end of a frayed cord, rewiring 
@ plug, rewiring a lamp socket— 
these are simple repair jobs any 
woman can learn to do, 

Repairing appliances is more 
complicated, but many courses 
these days teach this, too. In some 
cities, adult evening repair courses 
are conducted by the high school. 
In others, club or church organiza- 
tions sponsor home repair classes. 


Window Shades 


Another job which woman’ can do 
is to repair window shades. It the 
spring is too tightly wound, the 
blind goes up too quickly, and if 
not wound tightly enough, the blind 
won't rool up to the top. Here again 
again is an opportunity for the 
handywoman to repair the matter 
without outside help. 

First, if the tension in the shade 
is too great, raise the shade all the 
way, unhook it, unroll by hand and 
put the empty roller back into ‘its 
hook. It will then go up and down 
more gently. 

In the case of the too-relaxed 
blind, pull the shade all the way 


paper cleaner or, if they are of 
good quality, with soap and water, 
Care should be taken to lay the 
shade flat on a table and to clean 
only a small portion at a time. Re- 
move traces of soap with clean 
water an a sponge. Dry completely 
before re-rolling the shade. 

If you reverse the blind, pull out 
the fastening tacks and, after turn- 
ing shade from top to bottom, be 
sure its edge is perfectly even on 
the roller. Too-soiled blinds may 
be painted with a special window 
blind paint that does no crack.

Youth Briefs 
Submitted for 


Consideration 


Emphasizing the need for more 
intensive academic, spiritual and 
technical education, industrial 
development and expansion, and 
a more inclusive and uniform 
national social security program, 
first briefs of the Edmonton 
youth committee were presented 
Saturday morning at the public 
library lecture room to the Rev. 
George Tuttle, associate director 
of the Canadian Youth Com- 
mission, 

Based on six weeks of study 
following a preliminary conférence 
in March and representing work 
of the most of the youth groups in 
the city, the briefs covered the 
problems of work, opportunities, 
religion, recreation and citizenship. 

Findings of the work. oppor- 
tunities brief recommended the 
“lowering of the retirement age to 
60 and establishing a national, 
government - supervised super- 
annuation plan with compulsory re- 
tirement for all employed persons 
upon reaching the age of 60, to 
take effect at the close of the war.” 

It was also recommended that 
there be a compulsory education 
requirement up to at least 17 years 
old and to include academic or 
vocational training for those who 
choose lines of work in which more 
extensive class and shop training 
is necessary. 

In order to permit more de- 
serving young people a chance 
to have the training they desire, 
the brief stated “that a subsist- 
ence allowance be given to those 
needing it who have shown 
special abilities.” 


HELP FOR YOUTH 

The brief recommended certain 
measures “to enable youth to com- 
pete more effectively in the le#bor 
market and to make the labor mar- 
ket more adequately meet the de- 
mands of full employment,” in- 


bureau; a post-war objective of a 


six-hour working day with no drop 
in wages; development of wider 
employment fields in rural areas 
and at points where raw materials 
are available; and greater develop- 
ment of Western Canada’s natural 
resources and industrial potentiali- 
ties, 

The brief also took into account 
the question of taxation, recom- 
mending higher taxation on up- 
per income brackets and main- 
taining direct taxation on excess 
profits in industry, 

Concluding with suggestions for 
a higher national minimum wage 
for like employment and one social 
security scheme to include unem- 
ployment insurance, complete 
health insurance, and workmen's 

compensation, the composite brief 
urged that in the rehabilitation 
program for returned servicemen, 
the armed forces be demobilized 
in successive stages, according to 
length of service. 


CURTAIL IMMIGRATION 

“It is also urged,” the brief stated, 
“that with the exception of a limit- 
ed number of refugees, immigra- 
tion be curtailed at the end of the 
war, for a certain period until we 
solve our own employment diffi- 
culties.” J 

“We as a delegation of repre- 
sentative religious youth groups 
of Edmonton realize that we feel 
so deeply and strongly enough 
about our respective faiths,” the 


majority brief on religion stated, 
“that on no grounds are we pre- 
pared to compromise, but we do 
agree that mankind can live har- 
moniously based on the basic 
principles of the Fatherhood of 
God and the brotherhood of man.” 


Recommendations made by the 
brief include more adult education 
in religion; development of more- 
co-operation between home and 
church; school curricula to include 
eta Ke 9 in the ethical and spirit- 
ual Values to teach children to ac- 
cept religion as a normal and nec- 
essary part of their lives; the forma- 
tion of a religious council to help 
create better understanding be- 
tween religious creeds; and more 
trained church leadership.

In it 
the franchise for 19-year-olds was 
favored and the setting up of a 
department in the government de- 
voted exclusively to affairs and 
problems of youth, as well as an 
extension and revision of the 
educational system to include 
education in citizenship. 


A brief on religion submitted by 
a group from the Latter Day Saints’ 
church, endorsing in general the 
principles of the brief submitted 
by the Edmonton Youth Committee 
was also read. ee 

Among those submitting briefs on 
behalf of their respective subject 
groups were: Neville Lindsay, Work 
Opportunities; Jack Fitzgerald, Re- 
ligion, and Tom Davidson, Recrea- 
tion. 

As far as family relationships, the 
brief presented at the afternoon 
session emphasized the need for 
providing adequate training in fam- 
ily relationships and home manage- 
ment in the high schools and com- 


munity organizations, 

Four groups presenting their 
composite brief on education 
stressed the importance of estab- 
lishing “a system of education 
under the national government 
with a department of education 
set up in Ottawa and powers 
delegated to the federal. pro- 
vincial and local administrations.” 
They outlined suggestion; for 

delegation of powers, giving the 
federal government powers of re- 
search, a national physical fitness 
program, a free higie: education, 
compulsory French and English for 
2ll of Canada, adult education and 
modern school buildings.

“I have tu lie down with him 
when he takes a nap and at night. 
It is three weeks since this started. 
When it gets dark he grows moody 
and won't play. just wants to sit by 


me. He is normal in all other 
ways.” 

The unexpected noise was just 
a happenstance. Had he been 


truly normal in all other ways he 
might have been frightened but 
your common-sense explanation 
of the noise would have erased 
the fear, 

If you pampered and petted him 
and acted as if there were some- 
thing to fear, naturally he contin- 
ued to play upon it. It is your 
attitude which convinces a child his 
fears are futile. A good laugh 
about the noisy faucet and a sug- 
gestion that he imitate it, would 
have made his fear foolish. 

It is possible that he has some 
diet deficiency. Lack of vitamin D 
shows up in twitchy nerves. Prob- 
ably, too, he has heard all kinds of 
frightening stories about war, about 
killing, about Daddies being taken 
away, and these fears cannot be ex- 
pressed verbally. So he reacts 
strongly to whatever arouses a fear 
emotion, 

His attitude towards the dark 
shows that he has been given an 
idea that darkness and danger 
are synonymous. For the time 
give him a light in or near his 
room but stop lying down with 
him. Play games in the dark. 
Sing songs or gaze at the stars, 
and substitute for a fear of the 
dark a feeling of its .pleasant- 
ness. / twin attack upon his diet 
and health routines and your own 
attitude of nonchalance toward 
his fears will do much to end 
them.

The senses of taste and smell are 
alike in that they both respond to a 
stimulus of a chemical nature. In 
man, these two senses are closely 
related and it is difficult to tell 
where the sense of smell leaves off 
and the sense of taste begins. If 
you will remember the last time you 
had a cold, you will remember that 
foods all tasted alike. This was due 
to a blunting of the sense of smell 
in the nose, because of the inflam- 
mation of the mucous membrane 
lining that organ, which inflamma- 
tion is present during a cold. 

In man, the sense of smell is not 
very important—we enjoy this sense 
when we enjoy the fragrance of a 
perfume or when we enjoy the 
smell of food but we do not depend 
as much on the smelling sense in 
the same way that a dog depends 
upon it. Some of the lower forms 
of life rely upon the sense of smell 
in searching for a mate, in picking 
out an enemy, and in guiding them 
to food. For example, the bee finds 
the honey-bearing flowers chiefly 
through scent and, in the bee, the 
feelers are the olfactory organ, or 
smelling organ. Gastropods do their 
smelling with certain parts of their 
feet, which parts would naturally 
come in close contact with food as 
they crawl over it. 

In human beings, the sense of 
smell is located in the upper part 
of the nose. This part of the nasal 
chamber is lined with mucous mem- 
brane and in each chamber of the 
upper nose you have a patch about 
one Inch square which is the part 
with which you smell. The olfactory 
cells are located on the outer sur- 
face of the mucous membrane and 
from each smelling cell, come six 
or eight very delicate filments, or 
fine threads, These are called the 
“olfactory hairs” and are so delicate 
that they easily float on the surface 
of the mucus secreted by the mem- 
brane. The chemical particles which 
are breathed in wjth the inhaled air 
end which carry the odor, come to 
rest on these very fine hairs and the 
resulting chemical stimulus is car- 
ried by a special nerve, back to the 
correct centre in the brain. In the 
lower part of the nose, we do our 
breathing while the smelling takes 
place in the upper part—this is the 
reason that when we want to smell 
something, we sniff, for by sniffing 
we carry the odor up into the smell- 
ing area. Without the sense of smell, 
we would lose much of the flavor of 


food and the art of perfume making 


would disappear. 

The sense of taste concerns itself 
principally with the taste of food 
and since food, upon first entering 
the body, is taken into the mouth, 
we would logically expect that this 
sense would be located in the 
mouth, which is true, most of the 
tasting being done by the tongue 
We taste chemicals in solution and 
before we are able to perceive a 
taste, we must have the presence of 
a taste organ, which in man is com- 
posed of the taste buds of the ton- 
gue, the presence of a nerve over 
which the stimulus is carried and a 
brain centre where each taste is 
recognized. The flavor which is 
tasted must be carried in solution,

PITTSBURGH, Pa.,—Last evening 
I went to Freedom House to speak 
at the opening of an exhibit which 
shows, in photographs and docu- 
ments, information collected by the 
underground information center, 
functioning under the American 
Labor Archives and Research In- 
stitute, Inc. 

Here we see what labor and 
social conditions are like in Europe 
today. This is an attempt to show 
the force of passive and aggressive 
resistance to the invader by Euro- 
pean underground organizations, 
and by the representatives of free 
labor who are now in exile in other 
countries. 


This exhibition should be of great 
interest to us in this country for it 
will serve as a valuable source 
of information to those who attempt 
to restore free government in the 
conquered countries afther the war. 

It has been obvious for a long 
time that labor needed a research 
institute, but in order to do re- 
search, one must first gather mater- 
ial. This is now being done, and 
the function of the Labor Archive 
and Research Institute is first to 
collect, preserve and make avail- 
able the historical records of the 
labor movement; second, to promote 
research studies that will be useful 
to labor and civic bodies. 

This institute should help to give 
the public a betfer understanding 
of questions which arise between 
labor and management. If the insti- 
tute uses impartial, scientific re- 
search methods and people who can 
be trusted to make objective and 
comprehensive studies on any ques- 
tion presented to them, I think this 
may’ prove a great factor in bring- 
ing about better understanding be- 
tween capital and labor, and a bet- 
ter informed public opinion on con- 
troversial questions. Here is one 
activity in which the American Fed- 
eration of Labor and the Congress 
of Industrial Organization are join- 
ing together, and on the executive 
committee and advisory board ap- 
pear the names of people who 
haven't often been in the same 
room during the past few years. 

Any division in the ranks of labor | 
is regrettable because just as we 
need unity as a country to win the 
war, so workers must be united to 
preserve their democratic rights 
and strengthen our democracy.

Mines Dept. Labs Iron Out 
Metallurgy Kinks With 
The Latest Methods of 
Research 


When Canada undertook the 
manufacture of tanks in 1940 our 
industrialists ran into a problem 
that could easily have bogged down 
production. The tracks of these 
ponderous machines kept breaking 
after 300 miles or less of running. 
The Physical Metallurgy Research 
Laboratories of the Bureau of 
Mines were called in to help. The 
mileage of our tanks was increased 
to more than 5,000. 

This instance is only one of the 
many which have made the opera- 
tions of this important government 
research branch one of the great 
untold stories of the war. For more 
than three years these “metal doc- 
tors” have been helping to iron out 
the multitude of wrinkles which 
naturally accompanied Canada’s ra- 
pidly expanding industrial war ef- 
fort. Today, installed in a new set 
of laboratories considered to be one 
of the finest on the North Ameri- 
can continent, they are prepared to 
carry on into peacetime the activi- 
ties that have helped put Canada in 
the forefront as a producer of high 
quality war equipment. 

PLENTY OF HEADACHES 


The Canadian industrial war ef- 
fort that startled the world wasn’t 
accomplished without pienty of 
headaches. When Canadian manu- 
facturers large and small took on 
the job of producing precision- 
built war weapons, they did so with 
little or no experience in this high- 
ly exacting field. Today we are 
making ships, guns, tanks, planes, 
shells and war equipment of all 
kinds. Almost every piece of equip- 
ment had its special metallurgical 
problem. In a war of steel against 
steel, the “metal doctors” of the 
Bureau of Mines played an indis- 
» pensable part. 

In the big, bright building on 
Booth avenue where these engin- 
eers are now carrying out their con- 
stant tests and experiments, there 
are scores of projects going on for 
the purpose of improving the wea- 
pons of Canadian fighting men and 
their allies. Many of them, of 


caanyaree ome Prfority For 


In the early days they often had 
to make their own equipment for 
carrying out special experiments. 
They still do, in fact, whenever war 
shortages threaten to delay some- 
thing needed in a hurry. 

One instance of spectacular re- 
sults being obtained with home- 
made equipment was the work on! 
aircraft control cables. Before the} 
Bureau's laboratories went to work| 
on the problem, the cables of our 
airplanes had to be changed every 
30 hours of light. The engineers 
built a fatigue testing machine. Us- 
ing this equipment, they developed 
a control cable that was good for 
several hundred hours of flight. 

Working hand in hand with Ca. 
nadian manufacturers, the “metal 
doctors” have given their assistance 
in the solving of countless every- 
day problems. Because of a short- 
age of one particular metal, some- 
thing else may have to be develop- 
ed, or an aircraft part may have to 
be made lighter and stronger. A 
new shell or gun may require steel 
of several different types. The 
Bren gun, for instance, uses 15 dif- 
ferent kinds of steel in its manu- 
facture. Such complex problems 
the Bureau of engineers have tack- 
led in their stride, 

When Japan's entry into the war 
cut off our supply of tungsten, ob- 
tained from China and vital to the 
production of 
steel, the Bureau came to the res- 
cue in a dramatic way. No large 
Geposits of tungsten had been dis- 
covered in Canada at that time but 
small bits frequently cropped up 
with the ore in gold mines. Gath- 
ering these fragments from mines 
all across Canada, the Bureau eng- 
ineers milled the ore in their own 
small refinery and managed to 
keep a sufficient amount of tung- 
sten flowing to the manufacturers 
to tide them over the crisis. Since 
titen, quite large deposits have 
been found and the danger is over. 

In such ways have the “metal doc- 
tors” worked quietly behind the 
scenes, never hesitating to push 
aside their microscopes and roll 
up their shirt sleeves to follow 
some particular experiment right 
into the industrial laboratories 
where tests are carried out under

Give Citations 
Of Two Winners 
Military Medal 


Citations of two members of 
The Loyal Edmonton Regiment 
who were decorated with the Mili- 

_ tary Medal for gallantry in action 
in the fight for Ortona, were re- 
leased Monday. 

The men decorated are Cpl. G. E. 
O'Neill and Pte. C. G. Rattray of 
Lavoy. 

The citations are: 


CPL. G. E. O'NEIL, M.M. 


On Dec. 24, 1943, a number of pio- 
neers were trying to rescue men of 
a company of a Western Canadian 
Regiment who had been buried in 
the debris of a blown-up house in 
Ortona. Cpl. O'Neil was one of a 
covering party protecting the pio- 
neers in their work. Close by, about 
12 yards away, was a house still 
occupied by the enemy from which 
grenades were being hurled among 
the pioneers and causing casualties. 
Cpl. O'Neil asked permission to try 


and clear the house alone. By skil-; 


ful use of cover he worked his way 
under fire into the room from 
which the grenades were being 
thrown and forced the enemy to 
withdraw, During the time that Cpl. 
O'Neil engaged the enemy and dis- 
tracted their attention from the pio- 
neers four men were extricated 
from the pile of rubble, who would 
not otherwise have been freed in 
time for medical attention. This 
gallant action performed with the 
greatest skill and daring, resulted 
in the saving of valuable lives and 
was worthy of the highest tradi- 
tions of the Canadian Army. 


PTE. C. G. RATTRAY, M.M. 


On December 23, 1943, during the 
bitter street fighting in the town 
of Ortona, a platoon of a Western 
Canadian Regiment was fighting its 
way down the main street to the 
square in the centre of the city. At 
the entrance to the square, in a 
building on the left were three 
enemy machine gun posts support- 
ed by two more machine gun posts 
on the right. All these were sited 
to cover the approaches to the 
square with cross fire. Realizing 
that the silencing of the enemy 
posts in the building on the left 
was essential to allow the advance 
of the platoon to continue, Pte. 
Rattray crawled with two others 
over a pile of rubble to the build- 
ing. 

The whole way they were ex- 
posed to machine gun fire at 30) 
yards range and were harassed by 
snipers and grenades. On enter- 
ing, Pte. Rattray left his two com- 
rades to mop up the first floor. He 
himself continued alone to the top 
floor and single-handed captured 
five German paratroopers, three 
machine guns, four rifles, three pis- 
tols, and a large quantity of am- 
munition including grenades. This 
gallant feat, executed with the 
greatest courage, skill and deter- 
mination, enabled the platoon to 
continue its advance and knock out 
the remaining two machine guns.

Soldier’s Return 


Edmonton branch of the Canad- 
ian Legion, B.E.S.L., will press for 
further action by the Deprtment 
of National Defence in connection 
with the return on compassionate 
grounds of a soldier serving in 
Italy, A request made by the 
branch that the man be returned 
for service in Canada was re- 
fused,.it was announced by W. J. 
Williams at a general meeting of 
the Edmonton branch Sunday 
afternoon in Memorial Hall, 

The soldier in question Is one of 
three sons of a couple living in Ed- 
mnoton, Two of the boys have been 
reported missing, one presumed 
killed, and the father has request- 
ed that the third man be transfer- 
red to non-combatant duty. The 
Canadian Legion officials took up 
the matter requesting his transfer 
to Canada on the grounds that his 
parents were not in good health, 


REQUEST REFUSED 

In reply to this request the de- 
partment of National Defence noti- 
fied Mr. Williams that while both 
parents were unwell, medical treat- 
ment is expected to improve their 
conditions, and that since three 
daughters are at home with their 
parents the man could not be re- 
turned on compassionate grounds. 

John Turner decried what he 
termed “the $1 medical examina- 
tions” in connection with the mil- 

itary call-up. He said it is still 

possible for men called up by the 

National Mobilization Board to 

have their own doctors give them 

a medical examination and de- 
termine their category. He stated 
that he felt every person receiv-

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Train Huskie 
In Rescue Work 
For Northland

he made a 2,000-mile trip alone with 
his dog team across the frozen 
wastes from Aklavik to the Baker 
Lake region, 

From among the 17 huskies at 
Fort Nelson, he chose “Jiggs” and 
“Maggie,” two of the biggest, as 
first contenders for the Caterpillar 
Club. 

Each tips the scales at 100 pounds. 
Because their wolf ancestry out- 
strips the strain of native dog, 
“Jiggs” and “Maggie” constantly 
quarrelled and wrangled with their 
canine comrades, Lt. Irwin felt that 
if any of his charges were expend- 
able, it was this pair, 

So it fell to them to make the 


first jump. There were many 
questions. Could the dogs bale 
out safely? Would they break 


their legs on impact. Obviously, 
an injured dog would be no good 
to a stranded flier, 

A five-pound canvas harness, lin- 
ed with sheepskin, was rigged to fit 
over each dog’s back and buckle 
across his chest and beneath his 
belly. It was decided that two 
dogs could be dropped simultane- 
ously with a 28-foot cargo chute, 
one with the regulation 24-foot par- 
achute, 

“Jiggs” and “Maggie,” a Siberian, 
and probably the only blue-eyed 
dog in Canada’s Northwest, were 
led, barking and snarling, to the 
side of a Norseman plane. At first 
they tried to get at each other's 
throats but once their harnesses 
were attached to a single chute, 
they seemed to sense they were in 
the thing together. 

BITTER ENEMIES 

The two bitter enemies lay down 
side by side, quiet for the first time. 
With the door of the plane removed, 
they were hoisted aboard. . Their 
soldier handler made certain the 


static line that would automatically 
release their chute was properly 
adjusted. 

Then the Norseman took off. At 
1,500 feet, “Jiggs” and “Maggie” 
were heaved out. They offered no 
resistance, descended without a 
yelp. They landed, completely re- 
laxed, without sprain or fracture, 
ready to hit the trail under load 
of from 35 to 50 pounds. 

Perhaps it was because they are 
GI dogs, complete with service re- 
cords, serial numbers, enlistment 
papers, and shots against disease. 
At all events, they conducted them- 
selves like the good soldiers they 
are, and for two days “Maggie” and 
“Jiggs” jumped for the Army. They 
are the first Wing dogs to merit 
paratrooper wings for completing 
five jumps. 

At first, Lt. Irwin discovered, 
the dogs were soft, and tired eas- 
ily. But he’s had them out on the 
trail on workouts and recently 
made a 175 miles trip through the 
bush, with the dogs carrying all 
the trail gear. Again, he made a 
75 mile trek which took 18 hours, 
and kept the sled dogs in harness 
all the time. At the end of both 
these trips the dogs were in fine 
shape. The lighter weight dogs, 
he found, stand travel better than 
the heavier dogs. The big dogs 
become footsore. 

“Maggie” and “Jiggs” have pio- 
neered the way for their fellow 
K-9's. When a plane cannot land 
near a disabled aircraft, or it’s too 
far to mush in, dogs will be drop- 
ped. Search and Rescue's purpose 
is to get the victim out as soon as 
possible, 


UNCLASPS CHUTE 

Capt. William R. Jacobs of Lewis- 
ton, Idaho, Wing Flight Surgeon, 
has bailed out of the same ship 
with “Maggie” and “Jiggs”, and as 
soon as he touched ground, unclasp- 
ed his chute and that of the dogs, 
got out his first aid kit, and pre- 
pared to go to work. Capt. Jacobs 
said flight surgeons can carry 30 to 
40 pounds of medical equipment in 
jumping. He is working on a com- 
pact, standard crash kit which all 
flight surgeons who jump to a res- 
cue, can carry.
